told of the fire, and talking to Hay- 
den. 


Seen In Building 


McSherry also said Hayden, in 


questioning by the fire chief and 
policeman, alternately admitted and 
denied starting the fires. Both 
Menges and McSherry said there 
were cobwebs in the basement of 
the building, and that Hayden had 
cobwebs on his hat and coat. 


John Emory Thomas, Brecken- 


ridge St., testified he had seen 
Hayden in the Kendlehart apart- 
ment building. 


Walter said he was standing on 


the steps at Kendlehart's cigar store 
when Hayden came out of the door- 
way to the apartments and asked 
the way to the bus terminal.

BISHOP, Va

perts planned a descent into the 
depths of the Bishop coal mine 
today in an effort to fix the cause 
of a gas explosion that brought 
death to 37 miners 


Federal and state officials were 


joined by top officers of the Po- 
cahontas" Fuel Co, operators of 
the mine, in the formal investiga- 
tion. 


The 37 miners were entombed 


early yesterday in the big mine 
by the explosion, described by a 
survivor as "like a big puff of 
wind " 


Bodies Brought Out 


The 
oddly muffled 
blast 
oc- 


curred at 1 55 a m , less than two 
hours after 180 miners had gone 
10 work on the midnight shift &t 
the big mine straddling the Vii- 
gmia-West Virginia border. 


Sixteen hours later, the last bur- 


lap-shrouded body was brought to 
the surface by rescue teams com- 
posed in pait of mineis who had 
fought their way to safety through 
choking dust and fumes 


Not since Dec 21, 1951, when 


119 perished in a blast at West 
Frankfort, 111, had there been a 
mine disastei of such magnitude 


No Survivors 


Early today, there were only 


theories as to what caused the 
explosion, which in one terrible 
instant consumed the oxygen in 
the an at the 320-foot depth and 
caused slate slides that buried 
some of the victims 


So mild did the explosion seem 


to miners only a short distance 
fiom the death tunnel m which 
37 were trapped that at first there 
was little thought of a major 
ti agedy. 


As early as 9 30 a m , the anx- 


ious crowds that waited tenselv 
near the mine entrances had been 
told by the Pocahontas Fuel Co , 
that "there are no survivors " 


Had Been Reported "Safe" 


Rescuers found the first bodies 


little more than an hour after the 
blast The last of the 37 victims 
were dug from under piles of fall- 
en slate about 5 p m 


An official of the company, Wil- 


liam A Fullarton, said it was be- 
lieved an accumulation of gas in 
the mine precipitated the explo- 
sion. 


Before midnight, a fireboss re- 


ported the area safe 


Clifford Glovei, a survivor, said 


it was likely that one of the 
doomed miners had cut into gas 
while chipping at a seam of coal

Bitter Fight Over "Raw Files" 


Prom its inception in 1947, Pres- 


ident Truman's loyalty program 
came under heavy attack from 
left-wing- and Communist groups. 


One of the first attacks was 


sponsored by the United Public 
Workers of America (CIO), which 
hammered on the theme that the 
entire program 
was a 
"witch 


hunt." There were the usual mass 
meetings, 
petitions, 
fund-raising 


campaigns and efforts to discredit 
the program and the FBI. 


"Who'll 
Investigate 
the Man 


"Who'll Inveitigai-e You?" was uhe 
banner line on one pamphlet. 


Hiss Accused 


It was in this atmosphere that 


the Hiss case exploded, shocking 
the nation as no other case had 
before. Pudgy, rumpled Whitta- 
ker Chambers, a man with heavy 
jowls and heavy-lidded eyes, went 
before the House Committee on 
Tin-American Activities in August, 
1948, 
and confessed that he had 


been a, member of the Commu- 
nist Party from 1924 to 1937. 


He said he had been a member, 


also, of a Soviet espionage ap- 
paratus dealing in stolen United 
States government documents. As 
one of his partners in this work 
he named Alger Hiss, a brilliant 
young diplomatic star in the De- 
partment of State before and dur- 
ing the war years. 


The script was all wrong. The 


handsome young intellectual who 
had ru&bed elbows with the na- 
tion's great men should have been 
pointing the finger of accusation 
at the unknown, secretive-looking 
Chambers. But this was type cast- 
ing in the Hitchcock manner.

The revelations by "Chambers' 


and other ex-Communists shocked 
the people of the United States. 
But in the political • uproar there

and 
the 
manner 
in 


which the FBI assembled its files 
of information. 


FilesVIn Evidence 


In ail the controversy involving 


the Bureau and its operations, 
there was none which was worse, 
perhaps, than that which exploded 
in the 
government's 
espionage 


case against 
Judith Coplon in 


1949. 


For 25 years, Hoover had jeal- 


ously guarded the integrity of the 
FBI's investigative files to pro- 
tect informants and to protect in- 
nocent persons from the. embar- 
rassment of unevaluated reports, 
complaints, and insinuations ac- 
cumulated in the course of an in- 
vestigation, or received in unso- 
licited letters and. telephone calls. 


Hoover Explains 


But In the Coplon case, Atty. 


Gen. 
Tom 
C. Clark overruled 


Hoover and permitted government 
attorneys to place in evidence doc- 
uments from ttoe "raw files" of 
the FBI to comply with a bench 
order oy Federal Judge Albert L. 
Reeves. Only a small portion of 
the information in the file was 
relevant to the government's case 
against Coplon. Much of it would 
have been tossed out as a matter 
of course. The FBI files were rid- 
iculed as a storehouse of gossip 
and the trivia was given promi- 
nence above all else.

In a letter to his • executive as- 


sistants and to special agents in 
charge at district offices. Hoover 
explained what had happened: 
"... I urged the attorney gen- 


eral to seek a mistrial or a cita- 
tion for contempt rather than pro- 
duce these reports with conse- 
quent devastating harm to the 
FBI's responsibility for internal 
security, as well as the disclosure 
of as yet uncorroborated informa- 
tion in our files concerning indi- 
viduals. 


"The .first knowledge I had that 


the reports had been introduced 
in evidence occurred after they 
had been presented in court. The 
reports 
introduced in evidence 


were selected by the ; department 
and not by the Bureau. ..." 


The Coplon incident did more 


than anything else to create a 
misunderstanding as to how the 
FBI's "raw files" were assembled 
and' were later developed into a 
factual report giving a rounded 
picture of a -case. 


A file begins for any number of 


reasons — for example, when 
someone makes a complaint, or a 
confidential informant supplies in- 
formation indicating disloyalty or 
a violation of federal law! At this 
stage the Information might be a 
case of mistaken identity, an ill- 
informed suspicion, a line of scan- 
dal or a shocking charge of dis- 
loyalty backed by what purports 
to be documentary proof. 


The next step is the investiga- 


tion. Information is supplied by 
confidential 
sources. Documents 


are assembled. 


At thds stage, the "raw 
file" 


may contain information that is 
false, trivial, or perhaps mali- 
cious. It also includes reports on 
administrative details in the in- 
vestigation, the investigative tech- 
niques used, and the identity of in- 
formants. 


For the incomplete file to fall 


into anyone's hands at this stage 
would be damaging to 
inn.ftr.pTit. 


people and perhaps endanger the 
life of an informant. For these 
reasons, the FBI has refused ac- 
cess to such files to outsiders. 


The results of investigations are 


set forth in the agents' investiga- 
tive reports. These are the re- 
ports containing the information 
which proves or disproves the al- 
leg-ations which brought about the 
investigation. 


They are the refined product of 


the "raw files," supplying the in- 
formation relevant to the prose- 
cution of a case or for use in a 
loyalty hearing. A dozen or more 
of these investigative reports may 
be part of a single file — and it 
is necessary to view all of the re- 
ports in a given case to know 
whether the weight of evidence 
will indicate guilt or innocence.
